Inquiry Asked 


Grand Jury Indicts 
2 For Liquor Sales, 
Issuing Bad Checks 


An Investigation of alleged Ir­ 
regularities in the May IO prim ary 
in Hancock County was asked by 
the G rand Jury, which convened 
for a one - day session Friday in 
New Cum berland. 
The panel, which set a record 
in April by returning 53 indict­ 
m ents, added to the m ark by bring­ 
ing in 5 m ore against 2 defendants 
for sale of alcoholic beverages and 
uttering bad checks. 
The recalled jury requested Pros­ 
ecuting Atty. Frank A. Pietranton 
to open an investigation into the 
alleged irregularities of the pri­ 
m ary although naming nothing spe­ 
cific. 
However, the request for t h e 
investigation 
apparently 
follows 
challenging of the validity of bal­ 
lots by Sen. H erbert T raubert of 
Follansbee, who was defeated in a 
bid for renomination by 56 voters 
by W illiam Tompos of Weirton for 
D em ocratic state senator from the 
1st Senatorial District. 
T raubert earlier had challenged 
the fact that m any of the ballots 
used in the prim ary in the New 
Cum berland and Chester - Newell 
area precincts were m arked “ sam ­ 
ple” after an apparent printer’s e r­ 
ror. 
The questioned ballots were rul­ 
ed valid during a recount of the 
votes conducted by county c o m - 
m issioners. 
The jury yesterday heard testi­ 
mony from several persons c o n ­ 
nected with the prim ary, including 
H erm an Laurine of Weirton, Dem­ 
ocratic ballot commissioner. 
Circuit Court Clerk Lou H 
Hill 
said he learned late in the after­ 
noon on the day of the prim ary 
that m ost of the ballots used in 
Clay and G rant Districts w e r e 
m arked “ sam ple” and that p o l l 
com m issioners were undecided as 
to their validity. 
Hill reported that he had to visit 
every poll 
in the two districts, 
along with an attorney, and auth­ 
orize comm issioners to use the bal­ 
lots m arked “ sam ple.” He finish­ 
ed the job at 4 a. rn the next day, 
he told reporters. The ballots used 
in Butler D istrict in Weirton were 
not m arked “ sam ple,” Hill explain­ 
ed. 
After requesting the prosecutor 
to begin the investigation, the jury 
asked that it be granted a request 
for no specific date of returning. 
Atty. Pietranton told the panel that 
It is subject to recall if he finds 
any irregularities in the voting.

It's the citizen's of the United States 
and the citizens of Canada who get along 
They like each other.

C anadians and those

Canada in droves to enjoy Canadian hospital­ 
ity have no intenton of being separated by 
any differences that may arise between them

Broadway Fools With The Main Switch 


We suppose it is possible to 
prove 
by 
statistics that Broadway show business is a 
tinseled sweatshop kept going by starvelings 
who don’t know where they will spend to­ 
morrow, let alone th eifo ld age. When negotia­ 
tions for higher overhead are in progress, 
some p r e t t y dism al 
statistics get 
into 
circulation 
But Broadway show business is not like 
other business 
As sentim entalists keep say­ 
ing. "T here's no biz like show biz " Before 
those striking actors whose tactics threaten 
to black out the G reat White Way go too far. 
they had better take one of its peculiarities 
into account. 
This is the way its ticket prices are scaled 
now and the way they would be scaled if 
pensions were added to the other prerogatives 
of actors, who of course deserve all they can 
get. That is the issue 
How much can they 
get? 


Broadway show business would be as dead 


as horse-shoeing if it were not for the prac­ 


tice of allowing federal income tax deductions 


for tickets used for business entertainm ent 


and for the support of non-profit enterprises. 


Under the latter arrangem ent, theaters are 


bought out in advance by organizations, to 


raise money for tax-free causes 
These or­ 


ganizations then sell tickets to people who 


can deduct part of the ticket costs on their 


income tax forms. But when the deductions 


go over a reasonable a m o u n t-say $3 30 a 
seat—they no longer will be adm issable 
There would then be no m ore show biz 
Without the tax gimmick and the out-of-town 
firem en who must be given a tax-deductible 
hot tim e in the old town, tickets to Broad­ 
way shows would go begging for buyers. Only 
the wealthy could afford them 


Aw, Mr. Khrushchev, Cut It Out! 


Considering some of the things that have 
been done in the past to trip up political 
candidates, 
perhaps we shouldn't 
be sur­ 
prised by the way Nikita Khrushchev has 
turned up in the 1960 presidential campaign 
The great difference is that he wasn't 
dragged into it the way George V of Eng­ 
land once was dragged into politics in Illi­ 
nois by Big Bill Thompson, Chicago’s one­ 
tim e m ayor as a diversion. He was invited 
into it by U S politicians who have the most 
to lose by being associated in any way, shape, 
or form with his name. 
To the extent that they tried to make it

strued the impact of what they thought was

The astonishing thing is that the foxy So­ 
viet Prem ier w asn't sm art enough to see 
what they failed to see — that the American 
people’s fierce instinct to protect their sov­ 
ereignty prom pts them to turn against any­ 


one suspected of fooling with foreign influ­ 
ence 
Dem ocrats with gray hair surely can 
rem em ber how their m asterful Charley Mi- 
celson used H erbert Hoover's British m in­ 
ing interests against him in 1932 
Mr. Khrushchev shouldn’t talk about wait­ 
ing until after the U.S. election to m ake 
his next move He shouldn’t w rite letters to 
prom inent Democrats. He shouldn’t say any­ 
thing leaving the im pression he would be 
better off with some one A m erican in the 
W hite House than with some other A m eri­ 
can 
Unless he wants to be sure of killing 
the 
first 
one’s 
chances 
of 
getting 
there, 
that is. 
There never has been 
a surer way of 
crabbing a candidacy than to let it get 
hooked up with another country’s politics. 
Even in state and local politics, the one 
thing

States alone. Or as they say in Russia, quit 
snuffling in our turnip patch.

But there is no m istaking that 
his stand on the U2 affair, sharply 
at variance to all of his Demo­ 
cratic rivals—Kennedy. Stevenson 
and 
Symington — will influence 
events greatly both in Congress 
and in the party conventions over 
the next few weeks. 
In his first speech, at 
Idaho 
Falls, Sen. Johnson s q u a r e l y 
backed up President Eisenhower 
and urged all Am ericans tp do the 
sam e, saying: “ Until January he 
is the sole 
spokesm an 
of 
our 
country when it deals with other 
nations." 
The Texas senator said: 
"K hrushchev’s objective 
is 
to 
divide our country and destroy the 
prestige of the President, and by 
God I’m not going to do his job 
for him. . . . I don’t think the 
President 
s h o u l d apologize to 
K hrushchev; it would be m ore ap­ 
propriate if Khrushchev apologized 
to the President. 
"I want our party to win the 
next election. . . . but with equal 
fervor I w ant our , President to 
be successful in his dealing with 
foreign nations, 
lf we get into 
trouble it will not be our President 
who is in a jam —it will be our 
nation that is in jeopardy." 
While ne nam ed no one of his 
D em ocratic rivals. Sen. Johnson's 
repetition in every speech of the 
assertion that the President should 
not apologize to Khrushchev, clear­ 
ly was aim ed at Sen. John F. 
Kennedy’s statem ent that if he had 
been in 
President 
Eisenhow er’s 
shoes he would have sent 
‘ re ­ 
g rets” to the Soviet Prem ier. 


WITHOUT quite saying so. Sen. 
Johnson conveyed the thought th at 
election of Kennedy to the presi­ 
dency would amount to sending a 
boy to do a i r / n ’s job. 
The one tim e he nam ed Kennedy 
directly, Sen. Johnson described 
him as, "A fine, attractive young 
m an.” A m om ent later, however, 
the Texas sneator said the prim e 
need was a president "experienced, 
courageous and able to get things 
done.” 
From the m oment Khrushchev 
broke up the P aris m eeting. Sen. 
Johnson backed the President to 
the hilt and w arned against any 
attem pt to play politics with the 
U2 affair. His advice no doubt 
influenced the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations in its de­ 
cision to conduct a limited and 
largely secret inquiry, to which 
both 
the 
Republican 
com m ittee 
m em bership and President E isen­ 
hower fully agreed. 
Sen. J. William Fulbright <D- 
Ark), chairm an of the Senate F or­ 
eign Relations Com mittee, spoke 
strongly against injection of the 
U.S.-Russian developm ent into the 
presidential cam paign. 
One of the "terrible things" that 
m ight happen. Fulbright said, on 
a television broadcast, would be 


an election controversy including 
"soft on 
Com munism " 
charges 
from both sides. 
In such an event, he said, both 
parties m ight find them selves in 
"frozen position" 
regarding 
the 
Soviet Union that would ham per 
U.S.-Russian 
negotiations 
of 
all 
sorts. 
Besides his strong hold on all 
Senate processes for the rem ainder 
of the session, Sen. Johnson m ay 
be in a position, m ore so than any 
other candidate, to influence the

AS IT NOW APPEARS, John­ 
son will have the m ajority support 
required to commit 
at 
least 
a 
dozen South and near-South states 
to unanimous support of his candi­ 


dacy by application of the unit 
rule. 
Each of these states presum ably 
will name to the resolutions com ­ 
m ittee persons friendly to John­ 
son's viewpoints. 
In addition, he has m any close 
senatorial 
supporter 
from 
the 
West and North, such as Mike 
Mansfield of M ontana. Alan Bible 
of Nevada, and J. Allen F rear of 
Delaware. 
It is doubtful that Sen. Johnson 
is harboring any great hope for 
the presidential nomination 
this 
year. But nobody who knows him 
doubts that he sees this race as 
an opportunity to strengthen his 
already high standing as a near 
dictator 
of 
D em ocratic 
party 
policies.

Additional signs will be placed 
on the Diamond next week to help 
tourists find their way through the 
heart of the city on Route 30, May­ 
or Bert H Goodballet was prom­ 
ised Friday afternoon by officials 
of the State Highway Department's [ 
Division ll office at New Phila­ 
delphia. 
The officials came here for an 
on-the-spot inspection of a prob­ 
lem cited by the mayor last week 
as inter * city travel began to in­ 
crease with the approach of Mem­ 
orial Day and the summer vaca­ 
tion season. For lack of adequate 
marking of the federal route, tour-j 
ists sometimes become confused at j 
the point where Market St. branch­ 
es into a “Y” in the center of the 
Diamond — the left leg leading 
to Dresden Ave , and the right ex­ 
tending to St. Clair Ave.

The Massive Hunt for a Cancer Cure 


A 
fa n ta stic detective story is being enacted all 
over America. 
A small army of investigators is testing tens of 
thousands of chemicals and other materials in a 
search to find drugs that can stop or cure cancer. 
This gigantic hunt is being conducted with little 
public fanfare. But in many ways, it is one of die 
most remarkable searches ever undertaken. 
This program can—and toe hope will—find a 
solution to the disease that taken nearly 260,000 
American lives each year. It also could produce a 
wealth of new information of extraordinary value 
to medical science. 
Nerve center of this project is an unimposing 
building in Silver Spring. Md. From here, a scien- 
tist-physician team is directing the screening of 
about 50,000 different chemical compounds a year 
to find those that may be effective against cancer. 
This is the Cancer Chemotherapy National Serv­ 
ice Center. It is sponsored jointly by the National 
Cancer Institute. Food and Drug Administration, 
Veterans Administration, Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. and two nonfederal agencies: the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society and the Damon Runyon Fund. 
It is spending about $25 million provided annually 
by Congress 
Tho Service Center was established in April, 
1955. and given the job of organizing, directing, and 
co-ordinating a stepped-up search for cancer drugs. 
No one is sure that such a program will lead to 
the development of drugs to cure the dread disease 
It is a calculated risk—but one we have to take. 


W 


h a t is the progress to date in this vast hunt'.’ 
Right now. we have 109 different chemicals 
that show some important signs of being effective 
against cancer in animals. These are now being 
tested on human patients, some with promising 
early results 
Within the past few months, for example, sci­ 
entists working in the chemotherapy program haw 
reported that a new hormone-like drug, 2M-DHPT, 
used to treat certain breast-cancer patients, seems 
to be better than a related drug used for years. In 
a limited study, four times as many patients r e ­ 
sponded favorably to the new' drug than to the old 
Furthermore, the drug s anticancer effect seems to 
be accompanied only slightly by undesirable mas­ 
culinization. a frequent side effect of hormone 
treatment t o r cancer. 
Another promising anticancer drug, called cyclo­ 
phosphamide. recently was made available to 
physicians all over the country. It was originally 
developed in West Germany and tested in oui 
program. Although cyclophosphamide has been in 
use only a comparatively brief time, it looks now

These are by no means all. We now have othei 
medications, some developed before the pro­ 
gram began and others after, that not only afford 
tremendous relief to pain- racked 
patients but 
also add months, sometimes comfortable and use­ 
ful years, to the life span. A decade ago. tor ex­ 
ample. the average patient with acute leukemia 
could expect to live only a few weeks or months 


at most after his disease was diagnosed 
Today, by use of drugs, the average survival e 
more than a year. 
Recent research also has shown that viruses at- 
a frequent cause of cancer in animals, and sn 
enlists are now intensively studying their possibi, 
role in human cancer. Research on the virus theory 
is now emerging as one of the most promising 
lines of investigation on cancer causation Then 
certainly is reason to hope that these studies migh- 
point the way to radically new methods of comm; 
ling cancer by immunization, drug treatment, o 
a combination of both. 
But let me describe further details of the main 
moth search in the field of drugs 
First, why was it started? Two reasons: I M in 
patients with advanced cancer or with leukemia 
could not be treated effectively by the availabl- 
methods. 2. A number of powerful anticancer drug 
had already been developed that temporarily 
curbed leukemia and other forms of malignant 
disease in some patients 
The plan was to capitalize on the knowledge a’ 
hand, gather new information, and come up wit 
better anticancer drugs 
As it now stands, the search is a massive coop 
erative venture that cuts across many scientist 
and industrial lines. Enlisted are dozens of privati 
drug, chemical, and allied firms: scores of hospital 
and research centers: and many hundreds of md 
vidual investigators. All are pooling their effort 
in the drive.

h e a d q u a r t e r s , drugs are received—mal 
supplied free by their manufacturers -tabu 
lated, and then distributed to the testing centei 
A center may be a Government institution, pi ivat 
research organization, a college or university la: 
oratory. Each chemical is screened in an elaborat- 
carefully worked-out program that has these th re­ 
main stages 
Stage One. called primary screening, takes ti\ 
months to complete and is performed on caner 
bearing laboratory animals. If a drug exhibits 
degree of promise, it moves along to Stage 7 in 
further animal studies which involve up to to . 
dozen separate tests and take six months mo 
Finally comes Stage Three, or the clinical tria 
stage. tests on human patients. 
So far, no drug by itself has cured a humai 
cancer. But we believe there is light upon tm 
horizon. The day could come when a doctor w,, 
be able to reach for his prescription pad and ordo 
a drug to cure this dread disc ast 
The big search now going on may speed in­ 
coming of this day.

g u e s t at the home o f Chester and Bertha Dobson 
watched in amazement as their infant played for hours 
without uttering a sound. 
“I’ve never seen a baby who never cried.” the guest said. 
Mrs. Dobson smiled. “What good would it do him? He 
realizes already that his parents can’t hear him.” 
The incident illustrates the unusual relationships in a 
family whose children are normal but whose parents are 
deaf. The Dobsons, who live outside Washington, D.C., have 
seven children. Three are Chester Dobson's by a previous 
marriage—Chester, Jr., 23, and Frank, 19, both away at col­ 
lege, and Terry, 15. Bertha also has children by a previous 
marriage—Patsy, 17, and Alan, 14. The children of their 
present marriage are Libbie, 8, and Denny, 4. 
The day I arrived at the Dobson home, Patsy, a radiant 
teen-ager, answered the door. She introduced me to her 
parents and herded her younger brothers and sisters into 
another room to watch television. 
Denny wanted to stay with the grownups and threw a 
tantrum. I watched fascinated while Patsy expertly calmed 
him and sent him on his way. 
Anticipating my thoughts, Bertha Dobson said, “In many 
ways Patsy is the mother here. Shes been helping me since 
she was three. It has to be that way—she can hear trouble.” 
Unlike her husband who knows only signs, Bertha can 
lip-read and has some voice, a thin monotone which can be 
readily understood once you are used to it. 
She is a petite woman of 45 who went deaf overnight when 
she was 14. Doctors believe rickets caused a breakdown of 
the vital bones in the middle ear. Her first husband, also 
deaf, died. Since her marriage to Chester, she has worked as 
a qualifications analyst for the U.S. Public Health Service. 


Chester Dobson is a tall, wiry man of 51, exuding quiet 
strength and patience. He teaches graphic arts at Gallaudet 
College in Washington, the only college for the deaf in th* 
world. He was bom deaf. His first wife, also deaf, was killed 
in an automobile accident. 
Mutual friends introduced him to Bertha, and after court­ 
ing largely by mail, they were married in 1950. Bertha 
children knew no sign language and had to adjust to a step­ 
father with whom they couldn’t communicate. There was a 
religious problem, too, since Bertha is Catholic and Chest et 
Presbyterian. Despite all this, Bertha and Chester have 
reared a happy, harmonious family. 


T 


h e m o s t serious difficulties of deaf parents center on tilt 
first-bom. “Since you can’t hear, you have to be certain 
you can always see the child,” Bertha explained. “I took 
Patsy, my eldest, everywhere while doing housework. When 
she napped, I peeked in at her every five minutes. A hearing 
mother doesn’t have to do that. She can listen for the cry 
By the time the second child arrives, there is one child in 
the house who can hear and speak. The mother no longer 
has to supervise constantly. She has ears to listen for 
warnings of danger. The older the child the more respon­ 
sibility, and each new child of deaf parents becomes aware 
quickly of how much he is needed to help out in the home 
Assuming so much responsibility at an early age creates 
disconcertingly mature “youngsters.” 
Patsy, for example, is as poised as a woman twice her age 
As her mother points out. “She’s going to make someone a 
fine wife. Patsy knows what it means to have a large family 
She’s already talking about having four children.” 
Patsy’s role as “mother” was constantly brought home to

m a j o r p r o b le m for children of 
the deaf is learning how to 
talk, because speech at first is 
largely 
mimicry, 
learned

hearing others. In the Dobsons’ 
case, the maternal grandparents 
taught the children how to speak. 
Not all are so fortunate. 
Though the Dobsons have few 
regrets, they are aware that they 
have had to be stricter with their 
children than most parents. 
For one thing, the children are 
never allowed out of prescribed 
limits. Bertha cannot pick up the 
phone and call around the neigh­ 
borhood for a wandering offspring. 
The older ones alternate evenings 
out and return home when they say 
they will. “I know I can’t call up 
and explain why I’m late,” Patsy 
says. ‘‘If the folks are asleep when 
I come in, I wake them so they can 
see I’m home. Otherwise, they 
might wake up later and worry.” 


Both Chester and Bertha art- 
aware that the discipline is d e ­ 
manding. But, as Bertha puts it 
“We cannot give our children p riv ­ 
ileges that worry us too much 
They owe us consideration just 
we do them.” 
Though the going may sound 
rough, the methods clearly work 
There is virtually no juvenile d e ­ 
linquency among children of tin- 
deaf. If the Dobsons are any indi­ 
cation, one explanation is the lack 
of self-pity in the parents. 
“You see,” says Bertha, 
‘tin 
deaf world is very warm and close­ 
ly knit. It may be hard for you to 
believe, but I’ve been happier since 
I’ve been deaf. But,” she adds, “the 
deaf do need teachers w ho u n d e r­ 
stand them. We would like to see 
at least one of our children teach­ 
ing the deaf.” 
If one of the youngsters does b* 
come a teacher of the deaf, he 
should be a good one—u n d e rs ta n d ­ 
ing seems to be something all the 
Dobsons are blessed with.

THE MANY WORLDS 


OF BILL HOLDEN 


By PEER J. OPPENHEIMER 


H 


e ’s b e e n c a l l e d “Golden Boy,” after the title 
of his first picture which catapulted him to 
stardom, and because he seems to have everything 
a man can ask for—success, wealth, recognition, a 
happy family. 
He’s been called a solid citizen and a playboy, 
a liberal and a conservative. He's been described 
as a hypochondriac, a restless, disillusioned man 
running away from himself and his family be­ 
cause he no longer has an aim in life. 
He’s been referred to as a lonely man with a 
mania for self-destruction that led him to drinking 
and taking unnecessary chances. He has been de­ 
scribed as fascinatingly interesting, and exceed­ 
ingly dull. 
In fact, William Holden has been called just 
about everything—except easy to understand. 
Although he’s one of the top box-office stars, 
little has been written about him in the past four 
years because he’s been constantly on the move. 
It took me two years to find out about this para­ 
doxical mystery man and begin to understand 
what makes him behave the way he does. I had 
to travel to all corners of the world. I talked to his 
Hong Kong tailor, his coworkers in Hollywood, his 
Swiss banking partner. Carl Hirschmann, and his 
old friend and business partner, Texas oil-million- 
aire Ray Ryan. 
I accompanied Bill on a transatlantic flight from 
Paris to New York, and finally spent a week with 
him and his wife Ardis (whose screen name was 
Brenda M arshall) in London, where he was shoot­ 
ing scenes for “The World of Suzie Wong.” 


I saw him tipsy and sober, gay and depressed, 
elated and worried. And I got to know him. 
In a way, our first lengthy get-together proved 
to be one of the most informative. 
When I joined Bill at Oily Field, Paris, for a 
transatlantic flight to New’ York two years ago, I 
knew him only slightly. There were four of us in 
the first-class section of the plane—Bill, a public- 
relations executive, an attorney, and myself. 


(totting to Know Him 


It was Bill who broke the ice. He was charming, 
cheerful, and talkative. We discussed everything 
from hunting lions in Africa to the political situa­ 
tion in various' countries. 
It was apparent that Bill was vitally interested 
and fully informed about our foreign relations. 
While his knowledge was extensive, he rejected 
then—and still does—any thought of getting into 
politics himself. “I’m qualified for only one type 
of work—acting,” he told me. “I don’t even have 
the desire to get into such related fields as direct­ 
ing or producing.” In his opinion, the best argu­ 
ment for this was a fiasco called “Toward the 
Unknown,” a picture he produced independently 
for W arner Brothers—and his only one in recent 
years that lost money. 
Holden’s talkativeness on that plane was stim u­ 
lated by Scotch on the rocks, a frequent and heavy 
indulgence in those days. When he climbed out of 
his berth the next morning, he could barely steady 
his hands until he poured down another drink 
from a plastic container wedged in between bottles 


of shaving lotion and hair tonic in his travel kit 
“Don’t you ever get that stufT mixed up?” I 
asked him. 
His face drew into contortions. “I did once 
What an experience!’’ 
A severe case of hepatitis, a liver ailment, ended 
Bill’s heavy drinking. Today he drinks rarely, but 
that still leaves the question—what drove him to 
the bottle before? 
For one thing, Bill was fighting Paramount to 
get out of a contract which made a small fortune 
for the studio but little for him. 
He also was torn physically by a love of travel­ 
ing and the tremendous strain which globe- 
hopping puts on a man. It kept getting worse “It 
used to take me a day to get adjusted after I flew 
from the United States to Europe,” he told me 
“Now it takes me a week to get back on my feet 
Flying made him tense- and a couple of drinks 
helped him relax. And Bill never had an easy 
time relaxing under the best of circumstances. 
Take the night we had dinner together in Lon­ 
don and got back to our hotel too early to turn in 
Bill asked our whole party to join him in his 
suite. We listened to jazz music, danced the cha­ 
cha-cha, heard Bill mimic the sounds of lions, 
zebras, monkeys, and elephants, and play “bones 
on a pair of broken hangers. 
In fact. Bill was a one-m an entertainm ent com­ 
mittee. He worked harder that night having a 
“good time” than he had in front of the cameras 
all week long—and he is considered one of the 
most conscientious actors in the business! 
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Even Hollywood knows 
little about this 
million-dollar mystery mau­ 
ls he a heavy drinker 
who’s unhappily married 
or a solid family man? 
A "Golden Boy” 
or a tarnished idol? For the 
first time, here are the 
no-punches-pulled answers

there were nothing but "nice-boy" parts. A 


second big chance came in 1953 when he 


costarred with Gloria Swanson in "Sunset 


Boulevard" (center). After that, Holden 


had his pick of choice and varied roles, 


such as in "The Horse Soldiers" (right). 


When we met for tea tho following aftornoon. 
ho referred to tho previous evening. "You prob­ 
ably saw how hard I worked to relax last night, 
he observed ‘‘It s like that everyw here I go. Comes 
from living out of suitcases. How happy I d be to 
wake up in my own bed in Switzerland tomorrow’ 
Some day . . . ” 
At one time drinking also seemed to bi* a means 
of drowning disgust with his career. After a spec­ 
tacular role in “Golden Boy 
in 1938, he won only 
mediocre parts until 1953 when "Sunset Boule­ 
vard" saved him from oblivion. 
Being a “nice guy," Bill was never able to “blow 
o d steam." Instead, hi* took his frustrations out on 
himself, and the prolonged era of run-of-the-m ill 
films was especially hard because he had made 
such a promising start. 


Early Career in Slow-motion 


Bill was in the sixth grade when he first became 
interested in acting, after playing Hip Van Winkle 
in a school play. There seemed little opportunity 
for the stage or screen, though His father took for 
granted that Bill and his two brothers would fol­ 
low him into the chemical fertilizer business—a 
fate that Bill didn’t relish in spite of a great re­ 
spect for his dad. 
He probably would have joined his father if 
fate hadn t intervened when he was 20 and a sec­ 
ond-year .student at South Pasadena Junior Col­ 
lege A producer who had heard Bill sing in a 
church choir and liked his voice offered him the 
part of an 80-year-old man in a Pasadena Play­ 


house play. Bill accepted and did so well that 
talent scout Milt Lewis arranged a screen test for 
him at Paramount. 
No one at the studio got wildly enthusiastic 
about the results, but Bill was signed to a S50-a- 
week contract, had his nam e changed from Beedle 
to Holden, and was sent to Columbia to test for the 
lead in “Golden Boy.” 
At this point, Holden gives two people credit 
for his big break 
the late Columbia studio boss. 
H arry Cohn, and the star of the film, actress B a r­ 
bara Stanwyck. 
When he was ushered into Mr. Cohn’s office for 
his “Golden Boy" interview. Cohn asked him 
if he played the violin, as called for in the role. 
“No, sir." said Holden. 
Cohn asked, "Can you box?" After all. Golden 
Boy was a fighter, too. 
Bill shook his head. 
"Can you act?" 
"I don’t think so," Bill replied. 
"Then why did you come here?” Cohn exploded. 
"Because you sent for me," Bill said. 
"In that case,” Cohn sighed, "we better make a 
test to find out why I did that.” 
T h at’s how Bill got his chance. 
With seemingly no qualifications to play Golden 
Boy, Bill became extrem ely nervous during his 
first days on the set. To conceal his fear, he gave 
director Rouben Mamoulian amateurish advice on 
how the film should be done. That would have 
gotten him fired if it hadn’t been for Barbara S tan ­ 
w yck’s interference on his behalf. Moreover, to 


help him, she began giving him private rehearsals 
for the next d ay ’s scenes. 
"She pulled me through," Bill says. 
The film made him a star overnight—and led 
nowhere. 
Bill was only 21 and, at that time, there were 
few parts for fellows his age. Also, he was modest 
and unspectacular. He never did anything to make 
headlines, and he was quickly forgotten in what 
he refers to as a "long series of nothing roles." 
Four years in the Army interrupted his career. 
When he returned, the studio gateman no longer 
recognized him and w ouldn’t even let him in. 
Executives w eren’t much more impressed. It 
took them seven m onths before they put Bill into 
his first film 
more "Smiling Jim ' parts, as he calls 
his “nothing” roles. 


“Sunrise” on “Sunset Boulevard” 


By 1953, 15 years after becoming an "overnight 
hit." Bill was still just another second lead on 
P aram ount’s long roster of stars. And it w asn’t his 
ability that finally gave Bill a fresh start but M ont­ 
gomery Clift's unwillingness to play a part espe­ 
cially written for him in "Sunset Boulevard." With 
no other suitable actor available. Holden got his 
chance to play Joe Gillis, the opportunistic, penni­ 
less young writer. 
As director Billy Wilder puts it, "lf Clift hadn’t 
turned down the role. Holden wouldn't have got­ 
ten to work with me. If he hadn t gotten to work 
with me, he w ouldn’t have been cast as a scroung­ 
ing chiseler iii my film, ‘Stalag IT.’ No Holden in

Stalag 17,’ no Oscar in ’53. No big star.” 
Success followed success now', and Bill 
should have been happy and contented. Un­ 
fortunately, it wasn’t in his nature. 
Painter Paul Clemens, one of Bill’s few 
close friends, explains, "He makes much of 
being poised and calm when he meets you, 
but he’s a worrier when you get to know 
him. If he has no worries, he creates them. 
And because he has no enemies I know of, 
he has to make up one—himself.” 


T h * Prankster 


Bill’s animosity toward himself at times 
seems like a self-destruction tendency and 
dates back to his boyhood. 
Bill Holden was born William Franklyn 
Boodle on April 17, 1918, in O’Fallon, 111., 
about 20 miles east of St. Louis. His father 
was a chemist and his mother a schoolteach­ 
er. Bill was only four when they moved to 
Pasadena, where he grew up in middle-class 
respectability. 
Bill was a good kid but a prankster. One 
night he threw a straw man onto the high­ 
way in front of a passing car. It happened 
to be a police car, so for the next six weeks 
Bill spent his spare time at the station 
house, memorizing traffic regulations. 
Before long, his escapades became more 
hazardous. For instance, in Pasadena there 
is a span known locally as “Suicide Bridge 
because st) many people have leaped to 
their death from it. Today it is guarded by 
a high fence, but as a boy Bill walked the 
railing 200 feet high—on his hands! 
Later, he became one of the few actors 
who did their own stunts, no matter what 
the danger. And often he took chances 
when it wasn’t necessary at all, just for 
the heck of it. 
An example occurred at a preproduction 
conference in New York with Joshua Lo­ 
gan, who was about to direct him in 
Pic­ 
nic.” 
Logan 
is terrified 
of heights, so 
prankster Bill calmly climbed out a window 
and hung by one arm IO stories over the 
street. Logan nearly fainted. 


Accidents do Happen 


Paradoxically, while he keeps taking un­ 
reasonable chances, he s also convinced that 
he’s an inevitable victim of every mishap. 
Not long ago an airline hostess walked 
down a plane aisle toward Bill, carrying hot 


coffee. Bill turned to the person next to 
him and said, “When she reaches me, I’ll 
bet I get that coffee in my lap.” He did. 
And a few months ago, he went big-game 
hunting in Kenya with his partner Carl 
Hirschmann 
They used a car specially 
built for cross-country hunting. The one 
animal they weren't allowed to shoot, be­ 
cause they had no license, was a rhinoceros. 
About noon, they spotted a 4,(MX)-pound 
rhino studying them belligerently. 
“I bet he’s going to charge us,” Bill said 
uneasily. 
Both Bill and Carl knew what might 
happen to their aluminum-protected car if 
hit by the two-ton hulk. But Carl was more 
optimistic. “Why should he?” 
“Because I’m here.” 
Sure 
enough, 
the 
rhino 
turned 
and 
charged the car. 
The bumpy terrain made it hard to gather 
speed, and the galloping rhino caught up 
with them. Its horn was just threatening 
to butt and overturn the car when a free 
.stretch of road enabled them to speed away! 


A Touch of Hypochondria? 


While Bill believes the worst is bound to 
happen to him, he emphatically denies be­ 
ing a hypochondriac, as frequently report­ 
ed and seemingly supported by the number 
of vitamin pills he takes. 
There’s one Holden story which deals 
with an earthquake that set the windows 
of his house rattling. Feeling the tremor, he 
clutched his heart and cried, “I’m having 
a heart attack!” 
Says Bill, “Makes a good conversation 
piece, but it’s exaggerated. I’m no hypo­ 
chondriac. Sure I’ve taken vitamins. Lots 
of them. And I still do because I’m curious. 
If vitamin pills promise to make me feel 
better, I try them—just as I’ve tried monkey 
brains, octopus, birds' nests, and other 
things that promised to be tasty, even if 
they weren’t. But how wrould I find out un­ 
less I tried? I'm just a curious character!” 


(“A curious character”—an apt descrip­ 
tion of William Holden! Curious, too, are 
his marriage, finances, and recent move 
from 
California 
to 
Switzerland—curious 
but understandable after you read next 
week’s concluding installment of this re­ 
vealing portrait of a complex man.)

u r s i n g , as everyone knows, is a high calling. For industrial nurse Anne 
Stolfi it is exactly 847 feet high, the altitude above New York’s Wall 
Street where she may be summoned to treat workm en who are injured in 
the construction of the world’s sixth tallest skyscraper, the Chase M anhat­ 
tan Bank Building. 
Steel hats and high safety standards keep accidents to a minimum, but 
among the 1,700 workmen an occasional cinder in the eye, a scratch, or a 
wrenched limb is almost inevitable. Usually the w orker is brought down to 
the ground-floor dispensary. But if he requires first aid on the spot, nurse 
Stolfi, a slim five-footer, dons coveralls and helmet, grabs a medical kit, and 
takes an express elevator 60 floors to the top. 
Here, walls and windows have not yet been set in place, and the wind 
blows furiously, even in summer. The view of New Y ork’s sky line is inspir­ 
ing, but the edge of an unfinished floor is no place for anyone sensitive to 
heights. Quickly and with a humor that makes her popular on the job, nurse 
Stolfi applies a splint or ties a bandage. 
T hat’s when she feels she has reached the top of her profession.

his summer nearly one in every four 
Americans will participate in some form 
of pleasure-boating. Neither baseball, foot­ 
ball, nor basketball—even all three to­ 
gether—can match our mushrooming inter­ 
est in boating. 
In the last generation alone, boating has 
changed from a pastime for millionaires to 
a sport for millions. About eight million 
boats are afloat nowadays, and their own­ 
ers include butchers, bakers, and candle­ 
stick makers—corporation executives with 
plush cabin cruisers and laborers who carry 
dingys on car tops to a special fishing hole. 
What caused this boom in boating? 
Everyone has more leisure, of course, 
and there’s a trend away from the stadium 
sports to the do-it-yourself kind. Of the 
latter, boating is one of the most versatile. 
A modem boatman can go fishing, camping, 
water-skiing, cruising, exploring, or simply 
escape to a new world. 
Its a perfect family sport, and today 
there’s a boat to fit any budget. 
The efficient outboard motor certainly is 
an important factor in the boom. So are 
the new trailers which make it possible to 
take a boat on any vacation. But more im­ 
portant, perhaps, is the vast amount of nav­ 
igable water in every part of our land. Here 
is a list of some of Am erica’s most exciting 
boating areas. At least one, and perhaps 
several, is within a day’s drive of every

(.a LIFORD I a 's G o ld R u sh C re e k s: This 
is an intricate, endless network of water­ 
ways formed by the meandering Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin Rivers which would 


require months to explore. Once, a century 
ago, only the sailing bark Eliza traveled 
with supplies to Sacramento. Now it’s pos­ 
sible to launch boats at many points from 
California’s capital downstream to Suisun 
Bay—or even down to San Pablo and San 
Francisco Bays. Many relics of the region’s 
rowdy past remain, such as the rusting 
skeletons of gold dredges abandoned after 
the gold rushes of the 1850s. There’s good 
fishing, too. 


N o r t h E a s t e r n O k l a h o m 
a : Once O kla­ 
homa was a bone-dry state, but nowadays 
in the northeastern corner it boasts almost 
as much impounded water as it does land. 
Three of the largest and most picturesque 
lakes are Tenkiller, formed by a giant slab 
of concrete across the Illinois River, and 
Fort Gibson Lake and Lake of the Chero­ 
kees just to the north. The last two are 
formed by dams on the Neosho River. Be­ 
sides good fishing and ample boating facili­ 
ties, the rolling hills all around have the 
flavor of Indian and “bad man s country,” 
thanks to Cole Younger, Pretty Boy Floyd, 
and others who once roamed here. 


Iv e s W e s t , F l o r i d a : For the more adven­ 
turesome boating fans, especially those in­ 
terested in fishing the salt or skin diving, 
the many docks and marinas of Key West 
are perfectly situated. All of the lower Keys 
are within easy reach. So are the so-called 
“out-islands”—the Marquesas and, still far­ 
ther. the Dry Tortugas. From here, it’s also 
possible to cruise the Cape Sable country 
and the Everglades on the tip of Florida’s 
mainland. There are even a few shipwrecks 
and lost treasures still to be discovered.

ALEXANDRA—New Pattern in 


She has a fresh approach to her duties 


and a sense of spontaneity that has broken all the Old Guard 


rules of royalty—and the British love her for it 


With a shy smile and modest wave. Princess Alexandra returns 


the greetings of crowds that cheer her at public appearances.

s e r e n e Highness Alexandra Helen Elizabeth Olga 
Christabel Windsor picked up the champagne bottle 
and swung it high above her head, then whacked it with 
most unroyal vigor against the bow of the aircraft carrier 
H.M.S. Jaguar. The bottle smashed to smithereens, but the 
ship stood still. 
In the horrified silence that followed, a voice from below 
yelled, “Give ’er a shove, yer ’ighness.” Before the officials 
knew what was happening, Alexandra chuckled, leaned far 
over the rail of the launching platform, and gave the drip­ 
ping bow a push. 
The carrier miraculously slid down the ways. And Prin­ 
cess Alexandra of Kent, then 21, came away from her first 
big solo public function nicely unaware that the eyes of a 
curious and enchanted British public were upon her. 
Since that time, unaided by press-agentry and mainly due 
to a naturally vivacious and unpredictable personality, she 
has moved slowly into the spotlight. Today, at 24. she often 
finds herself called upon to act on behalf of the British royal 
family (she is a first cousin of Queen Elizabeth II and Prin­ 
cess Margaret). 
Perhaps the most amazing thing about Alexandra is the 
fact that in a country where royalty’s every move is followed 
with the kind of fanatic devotion reserved for movie stars 
in America, she has only recently been "discovered.” 
One reason is her unusual upbringing. She is the only 
daughter and the second of three children of the Duchess of 
Kent and the late Duke, who was killed in a flying accident 
when Alexandra was five. (Alexandra's eldest brother is 
the present Duke.) The Duchess of Kent kept her daughter 
firmly under wraps, most unroyal ones at that, during her 
entire childhood. 


A 


LEXANDRA was the first British princess to attend board­ 
ing school. Later, she went to finishing school in Paris. 
There she received no special concessions but lived as mod­ 
estly as her fellow students. Of Alexandra’s finishing-school 
days, her headmistress has said; “She was quite a charming 
girl but such a prankster, you understand; she never could 
attend to her lessons.” 
After finishing school, Alexandra spent six months as a 
student nurse in London’s Hospital for Sick Children before 
being groomed for her royal role. In 1955, she was given a 
lady-in-waiting, and her activities began to be reported in 
the Court Circular. But because Princess Margaret’s ill- 
starred romance with Peter Townsend was dominating the 
headlines, Alexandra still escaped the full newspaper cov­ 
erage given royal activities. 
Certainly, Princess Margaret has always held the lion’s 
share of the spotlight, and she always will hold a good 
deal of it. But now that she is married, it seems likely that 
Alexandra, the only unattached British princess besides the 
Queen’s 8-year-old daughter Anne, will take over many of 
Margaret’s duties. 
Happily, she has the joie de vivre and the flair that runs

in the British royal family: the ability to 
invest each event with the sparkle of 
romance and the sense of grand occasion. 
But she has combined it with an unpre­ 
dictability and spontaneity all her own. As 
one reporter put it: “She has already es­ 
tablished an entirely new pattern of be­ 
havior for royalty.” 
Take her Far Eastern tour last fall 
Everything was against her at the outset. 
She was the youngest princess ever hi 
tackle a royal tour alone. She had had little 
previous experience. She had almost no 
advance publicity. She was going to spend 
most of her time with the fiercely inde­ 
pendent and critical Australians. Worst of 
all. she went in place of the popular Prin­ 
cess Margaret. 
But no sooner had she landed than Alex­ 
andra set about cracking conventions as 
casually as nuts. As she got into her cai 
after the first official luncheon, she sat on 
the top hat of the Governor of Queensland 
Sir Henry Able Smith, and squasher! it fiat 
as a pancake. Officials and onlookers gasped 
but Alexandra gaily waved the battered 
headgear in salutation to the crowd as she 
drove away 
After that, it was one success after an­ 
other. In Canberra, for instance, ‘‘the Bobby 
Princess.” as the Australians immediately 
named her. attended another luncheon, this 
one with an imaginative guest list (drawn 
by ballot at her request) of stenographers 
farmers, clerks, etc. The meal began in a 
tense hush until Alexandra turned to Aus­ 
tralia's Prime Minister Menzies and said 
audibly. “Oh. this dreadful silence: what 
can we do about it?” The general laughtei 
broke the ice, and the luncheon was a re­ 
sounding success from then OI 


Since Princess Margaret's marriage, Alexandra 
furnishes royal patronage to such good causes 
as seeing-eye dogs and gymnastic societies.

On the Brisbane River, Alexandra in­ 
sisted on taking the wheel of the royal 
launch as they passed through the.docks, 
then tooted deafening blasts on the whistle 
in response to the ocean liners’ and tugs’ 
sirens. At a ball in Melbourne, she danced 
indefatigably until 2 a.m. (royalty usually 
leave at midnight) and enchanted her hosts 
by cuddling young Koala bears on the lap 
of her dazzling ball gown 
It is not surprising that Alexandra was 
given a send-off usually reserved for reign­ 
ing monarchs, nor that she received a thun­ 
derous welcome on her return home. 
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h e Q u e e n has been delighted with her 
work, and it was a tribute to Alexan­ 
dra’s prestige with the royal family that she 
was one of the five godparents at the chris­ 
tening of Prince Andrew. Elizabeth's third 
child, bom last February 
Alexandra lives in London at her moth­ 
er’s apartments at Kensington Palace (pro­ 
vided by the Queen). She is very close to 
her brother, the Duke of Kent, and shares 
his exuberant high spirits and sense of fun 
But she doesn’t have the wild streak he 
showed a few years ago when he wrecked 
three cars and attended parties that made 
headlines after ending in brawls 
So far. Alexandra has shown no signs of 
romantic attachments (though the British 
columnist who predicted 
that 
Margaret 
would marry in 196(1 has also predicted 
Alexandra will marry in 1961 and has de­ 
scribed a European king not unlike King 
Baudouin of Belgium)
